"The Housing Measure that 
was passed by the 1970 legisla¬ 
ture allowed more funds for 
more of these homes to be built. 
With our population well over 
20,000 people, Agawam should 
be included, in plans for addi¬ 
tional homes to accommodate the

foot steps of the buck. 1 waited 
patiently for the deer to reach 
an opening in front of me.
